THE RADIO COLUMN 


INTERFERENCE MAY 


; BE TRACED IN HOME 


One does not realize how large a 
part electricity plays in the modern 
home until he checks up after hav- 
ing interference with his radio, and 
discovers the hitherto unnoticed 
presence of an annunciator system, 


furnace or ice box control, motor 
pumps, waffle irons, curling irons, 
electiic heaters, warming pads, vio- 
let ray machines, vacuum cleaners, 
fans, washing machines, and what 
not. 


A leak in any of these devices 
whether resulting from broken. insu- 
lation or a bad contact, may result 
in spark production with a conse- 
quent broadcasting of. high frequen- 
cy waves. 

It was discovered in one case in- 
vestigated by the engineers con- 
ducting the survey that a violet ray 
machine was audible for more than 
a block.

tive, and easily applied. 

The violet ray machine, for in- 
stance, may be tamed if a quarter 
microfarad condenser is connected 
across its spark gap. The ancient 
offender, the sign flasher, is capable 
of gimilar treatment. Elevator con- 
trols and thermostats on furnaces 
ice boxes, which a year ago 

*.. suffered almost without protest 
have proved to be easily gagged. 

In all such cases the remedy is to 
connect a by-pass condenser across 
the contractors. These condensers 
are fairly small in the. case of de- 
vices requiring very small currents. 
They run to several microfarands in 
the case of elevator controls. But

DOPE ON THE 
NEW FORD CAR 


Having had a special interview 
with one who knows, and knowing 
the public ig mighty interested in 
what this new Ford car will be like, 
we give the following facts about 
the matter. 

The new Ford product will be 
known as the Linford, taking its 
name from Abraham Lincoln, its 
founder, and Henry ‘Ford, its manu- 
facturer. Of course, some other 
name may be substituted. 

The car will be equipped with an 
engine, body, gasoline tank, radia- 
tor, and other accessories usnal to 
the automobile. 


The wheels, of which there will be 
four, will be set on axles and will 
turn forward or backward, depending 
on the choice and skill of the 
driver, 

On the extreme front end the car 
will be equipped with a radiator, 
which will serve as a reservoir for 
water with which to water the road 
as you go along to lay the dust. The 
front of the radiator will be meshed 
80 as to be an excellent smasher of 
bugs, insects, other people’s chickens 
and the like. 

Situated on the car somewhere will 
be a gasoline tank which will con- 
tain a certain number of gallons of 
gas, or any liquid sold ag gasoline 
by service stations. A lesser number 
of gallons can be used, if desired. 

All seats will be equipped with 
cushions ef more or less softness, On 
the touring and sedan models the 
rear seat will be placed directly be- 
hind the front seat. Both seats will 
be protected from the sun, rain, ete., 
by a top. 

In front of the front seat will be 
placed a windshield. When it is 
raining. the windshield will become 
smeared with mud, water, and so on 
from passing vehicles, 

The car will be guided by a steer- 
ing wheel which will ¢urn left or 
right as desired, but never both 
Ways at the same time. 


Entrance to the car will be gained 
through doors cut somewhere in the 
body, or, if desired, by climbing over 
them. 

The sedan and coupe models will 
be closed cars and the touring and 
roadsters will be open cars. 

It is also expected that the car 
will have tires on each wheel, 

The engine will be designed so as 
to have gears, pistons, cylinders, 
spark plugs, wires and other doo- 
dads. —-Kincardine, Ont.
